For God rebel this lntenendle Con- A 


dition into which they had faln by depart- 
ing from their Obedience, his Goodneſs 
had provided ſuch a Remedy, as that nei- 
ther they, nor any of their Poſterity, ſhould, 
on account of their Fall, be eternally miſe- 
rable, except through their own Fault. 

He, therefore, in Confideration of a Re- 


deemer, one of the Seed of the Woman, 
who ſhould make full Satisfaction to the 
Divine Juſtice for their Tranſgreſſion, and 
who ſhould bruiſe the Head, or break the 
| Power of that Serpent, (the Devil) which 


tempted them to Sin — In Conſideration 
of this promiſed Seed, God entred into a 
New Tang with them, by way of Re- 


medy, for what was paſt, and could not 


be undone. 


We have reaſon to 79" that this New 4 
Covenant was more fully explained to 
Adam, than is ſet down in this ſhort Ac- # 


count given us by Moſes, and as it is more 


fully explained in the Goſpel; and which 3 

was to this purpoſe —— That on Condition of 
their ſincere Repentance, and ſincere Obedi- 4 
ence afterwards, they ſhould be reſtored to be 3

Life and Happineſs, which in their State of 
Tunocence was promiſed to them, without 
taſting of Death; which Favour they had 
forfeited by their Diſobedience.

while under the Diſpleaſure of God, their 


very Lives muſt be a Burden; and it be- 
ing decreed by God, as it afterward ap- 
peared, that without ſhedding of Blood 


= there was to be no Remiſſion of Sin, i. e. 


without the Death of the Sinner, or ſome 


one in his ſtead : We do therefore conclude 
7 that, at this time, God did appoint Sacrifices, 


or Sin- offerings, to make an Atonement for 
the Soul, and to foreſhew The Sacrifice of 
Jeſus Chriſt (which we now commemorate) 


until He ſhould be offered in behalf of _ 
aud all their Poſterity. 


And this appears from. what follows i is 


the next Chapter of Geneſis, where we find 


Abel by Faith, that is, believing. and de- 


= pending, upon this Ordinance of God, for 


the Remiſſion of Sins, until the promiſed 
Redeemer ſhould come; we find him of- 


tering a Sacrifice which was acceptable to 
God, that is, a Sin-offering, whieh his 


Brother not doing, was rejected. 


But here take notice and remember, "that 


theſe Sacrifices could not take away Sin, but

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only thro'- Obedience to the Ordinance of | 4 
God, and thro Faith in the promiſed Seed. 

They were indeed very inſtructive and 
proper to lead Sinners to Repentance and 
Amendment of Life, when they ſaw, that 
their Sins could not be forgiven, 2 by 
the Death of an innocent Creature, bleeding 
and dying before their Eyes, to make an 
Atonement for their Sin. 3 

And as all good Men before the Coming 
of Chriſt, did moſt religiouſly keep up 
the Remembrance of the promiſed Seed, 
and obtained the Pardon of their Sins, and F 
Acceptance with God, «pon offering Sa- 


erifices thre Faith in a Redeemer which 


was to come; —— So all Chriſtians, ſince the 
coming of that Redeemer, are obliged, as 


they hope for Pardon, and Favour from 
God, to keep up the Remembrance of 


God's great Mercy, in ſending us a Re- 
deemer, and of what that Redeemer has 
done to fave us; and this in the Manner 
which He himſelf hath ordained. . | 
No that you may be more ſenſible of, 
and thankful to God for this his infinite 
loving Kindneſs, and that you may be 
fully convinced of the Neceſſity, and Blef- 
ſing of a Redeemer, you ought to know 
and conſider, that our Saviour and Redeemer 
came not, until Man bad been tried in all 
Conditions — In .

Danger they were in. 


This was the Promiſed Seed | — Pro- 


miſed to Adam, as He that ſhould break the 
Je r nt's Head, or Power of the Devil.

XZ Promiſed to the People of Jrael, as that

= End. — And indeed it was with this Pro- 
Z miſe that God ſupported the Spirits of all 


who fear'd him, and were in Fear for them-- 


ſelves, until the Fulneſs of the Time for 
his Appearance ſhould come.

8 T. Paul concludes his firſt Epiſtle to the 
Corinthians, with this remarkable Di- 
7 rection, ---- if any Man love not the Lord 
Feſus, let him be Anathema, Maranatha 3 
that is, --- Let him be ſeparated from your 

| Communion, as one under the Wr 
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of God, and without a timely Repentance, Y 
in no Poſſibility of heing ſaved --- Nothing 
being more grievous in the Sight of God, 
than for a Sinner to ſlight the greateſt | 


Inſtance of his Mercy that ever was offered 
to Man, as well as the only Means of his 


Salvation. 2 
To prevent this, and to hinder Sinners 
from forgetting, [which they are but too 


apt to do] this Token of Gods infinite Love, 
and to fix the Love of Jeſus Chriſt more 
ſurely in our Hearts and Memory, He him- 
ſelf hath taken care that his Love and Mercy 7 
ſhould, throughout all Generations, be re- 
mended ; He did therefore ordain this 
Sacrament as a Memorial of eur Redemp- 


tion, and of his Love for us as a Pledge 7 
to aſſure us of it, and as an outward Means, 
and Sign of teſtifying, as well as Increa- 
ſing our Love to him. 

The Holy Apoſtles of Chriſt, who were 
preſent when he firſt adminiſtred this Sa- . 


crament, give: us the following Account | ö 


of its End and Inſtitution. 1 
They ſignify to us in the firſt Place, 
that this Sacrament was ordained by | 


Chriſt, the ſame Night in which he was |#! 


betrayed, and after they had obſerved the 
Paſſover, which had been ordained to pre-
